But his lo ving peo ple were heart 
bro ken. Men, wo men and children g a t h ­ 
ered and clung abo ut him and Ids f a m ­ 
ily with Rad and tearful faces. Finally , 
o verwhelmed w ith the so rro w o f tho se 
they w« re leaving, 
Dr. 
Faw cett and 
his wife sat do wn o n o ne o f the packing 
cases and gave way to grief. 
“ Oh, J o h n, ” cried Mrs. F aw cett at 
last, "1 canno t bear this! 
1 kno w no t 
ho w to go . ” 
“ No r I e ith e r ,” returned her hus­ 
band, “ and we will no t.go The wago ns 
shall be unlo aded and every thing put 
m its o ld place.’’ 
H is peo ple were filled w ith intense 
jo y and gratitude at this determinatio n. 
Dr. F aw cett at o nce sent a letter to 
Ixmdo n explaining the rase, and then 
reso lutely returned to his w o rk 011 a sal­ 
ary o f l« ss than $200 a y ear 
This hy m n w as w ritten to co mniemo 
rate the event. 
When Mr. Co iling, a 
missio nary at A intab, in Armenia, set 
o ut in 1860 to explo re the T aurus m o un­ 
tains, he was to penetrate ail entirely 
new and dangero us field. This fact was 
fully 
realized by the inh a b ita nts o f 
Ain tab, and they gathered to the num ­ 
ber <>f 1,500 at the ro adsides and bade 
farewell to the missio nary and his f a m ­ 
ily in t he A rm enian wo rds o f this hy mn, 
written nearly a century befo re by the 
devo ted Yo rkshire preacher.— Y o uth ’s 
Co mpanio n.

John Townsheml of 302 West Seventy- 
Third street gives information that the 
story of tlie sailor, Janies Hartley, sup 
posed to have been swallowed by a whale 
and rescued alive, was printed in detail 
in The Mercury of South Yarmouth, 
England, in Oetober, I HU 1, 
Bartley sailed on I Lie Star of the Eaat 
and is supposed to have met with Us 
adventure in the vieinitv of th« • F a l k ­ 
land islands. 
Mr. Townsheud says the 
story is a good seatnan’s yarn, w h eth er 
one chooses to Iwlievc it or not. 
According to th** story, which is told 
in great detail, 
“ tlie ,-Jiip sighted a 
whale o n e nm m ing on her starboard 
quarter. 
Tw o bouts were manned, and 
in a short tim e one was near enough to 
spear the whale, which was an unusu­ 
ally larg« * one. 
The fish made a terrific 
tight. Both boats g« >t spears fastened in 
it and were drugged some three miles. 
“ Finally, when tlie whale came to 
the surface, it m anaged to strike one of 
the boats with its nose. 
The boat was 
upset 
< >n«* m an was drowned, and a n­ 
other, named Jam es Bart ley, disappear 
ed. It was supposed at the time tliat lie, 
too, had been drowned. 
“ The whale gave up at last and was 
taken back to the wide of the ship. 
The 
crew w e nt to w ork w ith axes and spades 
to secure the fat. 
They worked all day 
and a part of the night and resumed 
operations tLic next forenoon. Thcv had 
now reached 
the stomach 
and were 
clearing it to hoist it on deck when 
they were startled to notice something 
inside of it which gave spasmodic signs 
of life. 
“ The vast pouch was hoisted to the 
deck and eut open, and inside was found 
the missing sailor, doubled up and un 
conscious. 
‘Tie w as laid out on deck and treated 
to a bath of sea water, which soon re­ 
vived him, but his mind was not (dear, 
and he was placed in the c a pta in’s quar 
ters, where lie remained two weeks a 
raving lunat ie. He was carefully treated 
by the captain and oft leers of the ship, j 
and he finally began to get possession of 
his souses. At the end of the third week 
he had entirely recovered from Ins shock 
and resumed his duties. 
“ During 
the brief 
sojourn 
in the 
w h a le ’s belly Bartley’s skin, where it 
was ex post'd to the action of the gastric 
juices, underwent a striking change. 
His face and hands were bleached to a 
deathly whiteness, and the skin was 
wrinkled, giving the man 
he appear­ 
ance of having been parboil d, 
“ Bartley affirm« tl that lie c ould prob­ 
ably have lived inside of 1 is house of 
flesh until lie starved, for he lost 
his 
senses through fright and not through 
lack of air. 
lie says that he remembers 
the sensation of being lift* d into th« air 
by the mm* of tie whale and of falling 
into the va te r. 
' 'hen there was a b ur 
fill rushing sound which lie believ *<1 to 
Ix* the 
beating of the water by the 
w h a le ’s tail. Then lie was encompassed 
by a fearful darkness, and lit: felt him 
self slipping along a smooth passage of 
some sort that seemed to move and carry 
him forward. 
“ This sensation lasted hut an instant. 
Then he felt that he had more room. 
He felt about him, and his bunds came 
in contact w ith a yielding, slimy sub ­ 
stance that seemed It* shrink from his 
touch. It flnallx dawned on him th a t he 
had been swallowed In the whale, and 
lie was overcome with horror at the sit 
tuition, lie could breathe easily, hut the 
Heat w as terrible. It w as not of u scorch 
mg, stifling nature, hut 
it seemed to 
open the pores of his skin and draw out 
his vitality. 
“ He became very weak and grew sick 
at the stomach. 
He knew that there 
was no hope of escape from his strange 
prison. 
Death stared him in the lace, 
and lit1 tried to look at it bravely, but 
the awful quiet, the fearful darkness, 
the horrible knowledge of his environ­ 
ment and the terrible heat finally over 
eume him, and he must have fainted, 
for he next 
remembered being in the 
captain's cabin.

healt h ot the man does not seem to have 
been affected. 
He is in splendid spirits 
and apparently enjoys all (he blessings 
of life that come in his w ay 
The whal 
ing captains say they never knew a par 
allei case. 
They say that it frequently 
occurs that

swallowed 
bv 
whales who become infuriated bv the 
pain of the harpoon and attack the boats, 
but they have never known a man to go 
through the ordeal that Bartley did and 
come out a l ive . " — NVvv York T imes

In the same 
pieces of stone, sometimes at the side 
and sometimes bet ween the tracks, made 
by the great prehistoric beast, were a 
scries of hum an footprints, w hich proved 
conclusively that man and tLic mam m oth 
lived not only at the same time and in 
the same age, hut that Hie huge lx>ast 
and tLic man had passed tliat way dur­ 
ing tLic same year, and perhaps on tlie 
same day.
